Thes dindain the genteel as 
unsophisticated and archat In 
the process literature as a dis- 
tintive inther expression of 
thought and feels as over- 
winlined by street talk and 
street attitudes 

Within the space of a few 
years, the miovie going public 
has learned to accept all the 
AtigloSaxon expletives Their 
use ts commonplace ne filins.

Precently discussed this with

jargon geunt< and Angelo 
Saxon expletives 

There is reason to be pro 
foundly concerned about this 
because peopic think in terms 
of lansuage The Enelish 
language ois the result of 
thousands of sears of wrowth in 
comnmunication, — intelligently 
used The language enables 
people to conununicate noble 
and subtle ideas and relation: 
ships 

But we are getting away 
from that tuarvelous ivetru- 
ment of Communications We 
are getting away from the 
moral sensitivity associated 
with the precise definition of 
principles and relationships

respective people's language 
Vhitler, he said, knew that the 
complex forms of speech and 
verbal decencies were barriers 
to totalitarunisni Stalin knew 
the saine thing, and substituted 
a debased Soviet speeeh for the 
higher forms of Russian 

Tulas, in the United States, 
the film makers seem to be 
attempting to — brutalize 
Americans, to make them 
accept evers relationship) on 
the lowest terms 

The Penthouse type publica- 
tions are engaged in the same 
degradation of language and 
dehumanizing of — people 
Decent speech is not a 
Victorian hangup 

It is an effort by a society to 
prevent men and women in 
sectety from viewing them- 
selves strictly in animalistic 
tertis Palthy speech leads to 
filthy views of humanity It is 
a short step from acceptance 
of brutal speech to partici 
pation in brutal treatment of 
hurman beings The violence of 
Nazi lancuage was directly 
related to the violeme of the 
concentration camp = and 
cresnatorium 

It is time that Americans 
arrest’ the process of 
brutalization of language 
which already is so far 
ads anced.

This odorless, colorless, 
tasteless gas is especially 
dangerous to motorists during 
the cold winter months when 
car windows are closet most of

According to George 
Viverette. Jocal AAA Road 
Services Manager, a faulty car 
exhaust system can allow 
enough carbon monoxide to 
leak inte the passenger com: 
Partnent) to cause dizziness 
and nausea When this hap- 
pens, Viverette said, accidents 
are inevitable 

The gas is produced by 
Wnpertectly burned motor fuel, 
Viverette said, adding that an 
excess may be formed by 
taulty engine adjustments He 
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warned that even a well- 
fared cone ray also teak 
enough gas to be fatal 

Though difficult to detect, a 
smajl amount of carbon 
monoxide will cause a slight 
headache, followed by throb- 
binz in the temples Within 
minutes, the gas causes 4 
severe headache, nausea, 
vomiting loss of muscular 
control and dunrnung vision 
Weakness, dizziness and col- 
lapse follow, leading to coma 
and convulsions 

Motorists experiencing these 
symptoms should pull over to 
the side of the road and get 
fresh air inunediately 

To avoid being uvercome by 
carbon monoxide and tts letha! 
powers, Viverette suggests 
precautions 

Never “warm up” @ car 
engine in a closed garage or 
other unventilated area 

Keep car windows and vents 
slightly open to assure suffi- 
cient air circulation 

In stop-and-go traffic, keep 
forward intake vents cloced as 
thes may suck in exhaust 
fuines from other cars. Rear 
windows of station wagons 
should be kept) closed since 
motion will create a Vacuum

Robert Shuner. deputy ur 
vestigator for the stale fire 
Marshal's office. drove over 
28.00) niles last yeat in (sar- 
rett and Allegany counties to 
inveatigate a combined totel of 
1M fires Twenty-eight of these 
involved arson and miulicious 
burnings 

In Garrett County last sear 
Mr Shiner investigated 44 
fires There were two persons 
killed. and 14 of the fires were 
deliberately set. Mr Shiner 
said [1 of the $4 cases are still 
under investigation 

The largest monetary loss in 
this county last year was over 
$100 000 when a larve cottage 
om Deep Creek Lake and a4 
packing barn on Route 
burned This ts in addition to 
the over $100,000 lusses from 
the arson fires 

Mr Shimer said three Gar- 
rett. County arson cases were 
closed last’ year when seven 
persons were arrested In 
addition, six false alarm cases 
were also closed with the 
arrest of a juvenile 

Last year in Garrett. de 
fective heating or thisuse of 
heatig equipmnent accounted 
for mine fires, while defective 
wiring or electrical equipment 
caused four fires 

Three fires were attributed 
to matches and smoking 
Ihatemals, and there were two 
blazes caused by the misuse of 
flanunable liquids There were 
four tscellaneous fires and 
eatht: fires where the cause 
was not determined 

Of the 4t investusated last

The Camptroller noted that 
while total aicohol and 
tobacco tax revenues for 
December 1976 were slightly 
leas than for December 1975 
an exanunation of the revenue 
from distilled spirits, wine, 
beer und tohacco taxes over 
the first half of Fiscal Year 
1977 reveals a growth in each

“For the first six months of

Officials, Sportsmen 
Discuss Antisriess 


Deer Season In '78 


More than 40 sportsmen and 
wildlife officials of the state 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources met last Wednesday at 
Barton s Afrivan Truphy Koon 
on U S Koute 220 to discuss a 
proposed limited season on 
antlerless deer in Western 
Marys land 

Hoberi Miller. directar of the 
forest wildlife program for the 
Wildlife Administration, 
showed slides and also gave a 
report on the analssis of deer 
kills in Maryland for the last 
five years 

Mr Miller pointed out that 
the last antlerless season in the 
three western Maryland 
counties was in the fall on 1987 
At that tune the harvest of 
antlerless deer was tuo high 

The average weiht of buck 
deer killed in the last five 
years has declined and a 
season on antierless deer was 
recommended for fall 1978 
Most sportsmer at the meeting 
vowed opposition te the antler- 
less season, however 

Meanwhile, an aerial survey 
in a state police helicopter was 
made over Garrett: County 
Wednesday to check the deer 
herds and how they are faring 
in the deep snows 

Kidward Golden. district 
wildlife manager for Garrett
